When  we  look  at  the  beautiful  reverse  of  a U.3.  }20  National  Bank 
ote  of  the  First  Charter  Period,  we  see  the  beautiful  princess  Pocahon- 
tas kneeling  before  the  baptismal  font,  as  she  was  about  to  be  baptized 
into  the  Christian  faith.  This  picture  brings  back  memories  of  our 
schooldays,  when  the  romantic  and  interesting  story  of  Pocahontas  and 
Captain  John  Smith  was  told  to  us  by  our  grade-school  teacher. 

How  we  were  thrilled  by  the  exciting  story  of  the  capture  of  John 
Smith.  He  was  brought  before  Chief  Powhatan,  and  was  condemned  to  death 
because  he  was  considered  dangerous  to  the  Indian  tribe.  We  were  told 
how  stones. were  piled  one  upon  the  other,  and  that  John  was  bound  head 
and  foot.  His  head  was  placed  on  one  of  these  stones,  and  two  or  three 
Indian  braves  stood  beside  John  With  their  war  clubs  raised  in  the  air, 
ready  to  bash  his  brains  out — a blow  that  would  send  John  into • eternity . 
The  beautiful  little  princess,  Pocahontas,  went  running  from  her  father’s 
side,  and  placed  her  head  over  the  head  of  John’s,  thus  saving  his  life. 
The  teacher  told  us  ..how  Pocahontas  turned  to  her  father,  the  Chief,  with 
tears  running  down  her  cheeks,  imploring  him  to  save  the  life  of  Captain 
Smith.  The  Chief  was  moved  by  the  pleading  of  his  daughter,  and  decided 
that  the  life  of  John  should  be  spared,  and  they  became  friends. 

How  we  would  have  loved  to  have  lived  during  these  exciting  times. 
The  passing  of  time,  as  well  as  research,  has  punctured  the  allusions 
we  had  of  this  romantic  story.  For  two  centuries  the  story  of  the  rescue 
of  Captain  John  Smith  by  Pocahontas,  perhaps  the  favorite  bit  of  romance 
in  all  our  Colonial  history,  was  left  unassailed  in -the  shape  in  which 
^its  hero  had  told  it  in  his  "General  History  of  Virginia",  nor  was  the 
’vivid  record  of  remarkable  exploits  and  sufferings  looked  upon  as  any- 
thing but  the  unembellished  narrative  of  a rough  soldier — decidedly  too 


plain  a man  to 
tion  common  to 


magnify  his  deeds,  or  indulge  in  the  picturesque  exaggera- 
more  artificial  writers. 


But  there  is  a process  which  every  conspicuous  passage  of  history 
encounters  in  due  course.  It  is  often  mourned  over  as  the  image-breaking 
tendency  of  modern  criticism,  but  in  reality,  it  is  only  the  correcting 
and  clarifying  influence  of  time.  For  a while  each . historian  quietly 
follows  the  investigations  of  his  predecessor,  but  afterward  other  docu- 
ments are  found,  new  sources  opened,  and  special  students  silently  con- 
tribute their  added  knowledge.  At  last  some  author  puts  all  the  fresh 
evidence  together,  and  writes  the  story  anew.  The  whole 
action  are  often  changed--and  rightly.  We  may  mourn  the 
ment , but  as  a rule,  we  have  gained  in  better  knowledge, 
and  not  romanticists  have  done  the  work.

The  Pocahontas  .legend  has  not  failed  to  go  through  this  very  pro- 
cess. In  the  quiet  of  historical  societies,  or  in  monographs  that  cir- 
culated among  special  students,  critics  began  to  lift  up  their  voices 
against  it--to  point  out  that  for  two  hundred  years  the  world  had  read 
of  Smith’s  marvelous  exploits;  to  see  at  last  that  even  that  story  was 
not  in  itself  consistent.  One  by  one,  special  scholars  changed  their 
view.  Now  the  account,  in  its  original  and  generally  received  shape, 
would "probably  find  few  defenders  amon~  the  leading  students  of  American 
annals . 

In  the  meantime,  however,  the  general  reader  has  probably  had  little 
idea  of  the  strength  of  the  case  against  the  story,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  see  how  the  latest  authority  on  the  general  history  of  the  United 
States  has  put  together  the  scattered  bits  of  evidence,  and  drawn  the 
almost  inevitable  inference. 
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( Pocahontas , Cond . ) 

In  the  now  accepted  version,  John  Smith’s  voyage  up  the  Chickahominy , 
begins  in  the  winter  of  1607-08.  Smith  now  had  leisure -for  further 
exploration  into  the  interior.  He  started  on  the  10th  of  December  to 
go-up- the  Chickahominy  to  trade  for  corn,  and  to  find  the  head  of  that 
river.  On  its  upper  waters  two  of  his  men,  who  were  left  with  a canoe, 
were  slain  by  the  Indians.  Smith,  who  was  on  shore  at  some  distance, 
was  taken  prisoner--his  life  being  saved  by  the  means  of  his  guide,  who 
was  an  Indian.  The  story,  as  usually  told,  is  that  Smith  tied  the 
Indian  to  himgelf  with  his  garters,  and  held  him  as  a shield  against  the 
arrows  of  his  assailants.  Making  his  way  toward  the  boat,  which  he  had 
left  in  charge  of  two  of  his  men,  he  and  the  guide  slipped  together  into 
a creek,  from  which  it  was  almost  impossible  to  extricate  them.  Half 
dead  with  cold,  he  at  length  threw  away  his  arms  and  surrendered.  He 
was  taken  to  several  of  the  neighboring  chiefs  to  see  if  he  could,  be 
recognized  as  one  of  a party,  who  two  or  three  years  before  had  kidnapped 
some  Indians.  He  was  taken  at  last  to  the  great  Powhatan,  who  sent  him 
back  to  Jamestown  on  the  8th  of  January.  He  had  been  absent  just  four 
weeks . 

The  first  chief  that  he  was  taken  before  was  Opechankanough,  King 
of  Pamunkey.  He  sought  to  propitiate  the  Chief  by  presenting  him  with 
a "round  ivory  double  compass  dial".  The  savages  marveled  much  at  the 
playing  of  the  needle,  which  they  could  see,  but  because  of  the  glass 
over  it,  could  not  touch.  With  this  "globe-like  jewel",  Smith  explained 
to  the  King  and  his  people  the  movements  of  the  sun,  moon  and  stars;  the 
shape  of  the  earth;  the  extent  of  land  and  sea;  the  difference  in  the 
races  of  men,  and  many  other  such  matters.  The  savages  "all  stood  as 
amazed  with  admiration".  They  nevertheless  tied  the  lecturer  to  a tree, 
and  were  about  to  shoot  him  to  death  with  arrows,  when  Opechankanough, 
who  seemed  to  have  a better  appreciation  than  his  followers  had  of  the 
sciences  of  astronomy  and  cosmography,  held  up  the  wonderful  compass  and 
stayed  the  execution.  They  then  released  the  prisoner,  fed  him,  and 
treated  him  well. 

So  well  did  they  feed  him,  that  he  thought  they  meant  to  fatten  him 
for  a feast.  They  received  him  with  much  honor,  and  dressed  themselves 
in  their  brightest  paints,  the  plumage  of  the  most  brilliant  birds,  the 
choicest  rattle-snake  tails,  and  "such  toys"  adding,  perhaps  as  the 
Indians  sometimes  did,  "a  dead  rat  tied  by  the  tail",  and  other  such 
articles.  So  attired,  they  danced  before  him  and  the  King,  "singing 
and  yelling  out  with  hellish  notes  and  screeches".  They  promised ^ him, 
life  and  liberty,  land  and  women,  if  he  would  aid  them  by  his  advice  in 
an  attack  upon  Jamestown;  but  from  this  he  dissuaded  them  by  representa- 
tions of  the  great  guns  and  other  weapons  with  which  such  an  attack 
would  be  repulsed.  He  persuaded  them  to  send  a letter  to  the  fort,  and 
the  messengers  brought,  as  he  promised  they  would,  such  things  as  he 
asked  for.  The  savages  were  amazed  anew,  that  either  the  paper  itself^ 
spoke  to  those  who  received  it,  or  that  Smith  had  the  power  or  divination. 

This  clothed  and  bearded  white  man  was  a strange  spectacle  to  the 
Indians,  and  men,  women  and  children  crowded  to  see  him,  as  he  was  led 
from  tribe  to  tribe.  At  length  he  was  taken  before  the  greatest  King 
of  all,  Powhatan,  at  a place  called  Werowocomoco , which  signifies  ^kings 
house",  on  the  north  side  of  the  York  River,  and  only  fourteen  or  f if” 
teen  miles  from  Jamestown . When  Smith  was  led  into  his  presence,  the 
emperor  received  him  in  state,  seated  on  a throne  which  was  much  like  a 
bedstead,  clothed  in  a robe  of  raccoon  skins.  On  each  side  of  him  sat 
a young  girl  of  16  or  18  years,  and  beyond  them  a double  row  of  men  and 
women — their  heads  and  shoulders  painted  red  and ^adorned  with  feathers. 

A queen  served  the  prisoner  with  water  to  wash  his  hands,  and  a bunc 
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of  feathers  on  which  to  dry  them.  A feast  was  spread  before  him,  as  if 
he  were  an  honored  fri'end  and  welcome  guest.  This  was  the  Indian  treat- 
ment for  those  who  presently  were  to  be  led  out  to  die. 

^ This  ceremonious  and  hospitable  reception  was  followed  by  a brief 
consultation  between  the  king  and  his  chief  braves.  Two  great  stones 
were  then  brought  in,  to  which  Smith  was  dragged,  and  his  head  laid  upon 
them.  The  executioners  stood  ready  to  beat  out  his  brains  with  their 
clubs,  but  at  this  critical  moment  Pocahontas,  the  king's  dearest  daughte 
"when  no  intreaty  could  prevail,  got  his  head  in  her  arms,  and  laid  her 


own  upon  his  to  save  him  from  death; 
he  should  live  to  make  him  hatchets, 


■whereas  the  Emperor  was 
and  her  bells,  beads  and 


contented 
copper" . 


The  authority  for  this  romantic  story  is  Smith"s  "General  History". 
It  has  come  to  be  considered  an  established  historical  fact,  because  that 
work  was  long  accepted  as  the  best,  as  it  was  the  fullest  of  the  contem- 
pory  narratives  of  the  adventures  of  the  Jamestown  colonists  for  the 
first  two  years.  More  obscure  authors  were  either  not  consulted,  or  were 
unknown  by  those  who  gave  currency  to  these  relations.  But  Jingfield, 
who  records  with  such  accuracy  all  the  essential  facts  of  Smith's  capture 
and  his  return  to  the  fort  by  Powhatan,  says  nothing  of  Pocahontas; 
Strachey,  to  whom  this  young  girl  was  evidently  an  object  of  interest, 
and  who  speaks  in  terms  of  praise  for  Smiths  services  on  behalf  of  the 
colony,  and  of  his  great  experience  among  the  Indians,  makes  no  allusion 
to  this  romance  in  the  life  of  both.  Hamor,  who  was  also  at  one  time 
secretary,  of  the  colony,  and  whose  tract  is  largely  a biography  of 
Pocahontas  and  of  her  interesting  relations  to  the  English  is  silent  on 
this  first  important  service  rendered  by  her  to  one  of  the  principal  men 
of  the  colony. 

Even  Smith  is  not  consistent  in  different  publications  as  to  the 
treatment  he  received  from  Powhatan.  In  his  first  book,  "The  True  Rela- 
tion" published  in  1608,  he  says  the  emperor  "kindly  received  me  with 
good  wordSv  and  great  platters  of  sundry  victuals,  assuring  me  of  his 
friendship,  and  my  liberty  in  four  days".  After  much  kindly  conversa- 
tion between  them,  Powhatan  "thus  having,  with  all  the  kindness  he  could 
devise,  sought  to  content  me,  he  sent  me  home  with  four  men — one  who 
usually  carried  my  gown  and  knapsack  after  me,  two  others  loaded  with 
bread,  and  one  to  accompany  me".'  Such  treatment  is  altogether  incon- 
sistent with  a design  upon  his  life,  nor  Is  there  any  hint  of  such  an 
intention  in  the  savage  chief,  or  of  the  interference  of  his  little 
daughter  to  avert  it.  It  is  only  in  the  "General  History",  first  pub- 
lished in  1624,  that  the  narrative  of  Smith’s  captivity  asserts  that  the 
prisoner  was  sentenced  to  death  by  Powhatan,  and  his  life  saved  by  Poca- 
hontas. Then  we  are  told  that  he  was  sent  back  in  a few  days  to  James- 
town with  provisions,  but  with  twelve  savages,  with  whom  he  did  not  feel 
that  his  life  was  safe  until  within  the  palisades  and  under  the  protect- 
ing guns  of  the  fort.  Meanwhile,  between  the  publication  of  the  "True 
Relation"  of  1608,  and  that  of  the  "General  History"  of. 1624,  the  prin- 


cess had  become  famous  as  the  Lady  Rebecca 
colony,  by  her  marriage  with  an  Englishman- 
England,  her  presentation  at  court,  and  her  baptism  into 
church,  and  by  her  death  on  the  .eve  of  her  return  to  her 


by  her  services  to  the 
John  Rolfe,  by  her  visit  to 

the  Christian 
own  country. 


Powhatan,  who  was  called  an  Emperor  by  the  earlier  writers,  was  the 
most  powerful  of  all  the  Indian  chiefs  of  Virginia,  and  became  an  im- 
portant person  in  the  history  of  the  colony.  Smith  was  the  first  to 
meet  with  him.  Powhatan  was  from  the  first,  watchful  and  jealous  of 
these  white-faced  strangers  who  were  penetrating  his  rivers,  devouring 
his  corn,  and  building  houses  within  his  dominions.  Vith  that  Indian 
subtlety  of  which  he  was  peculiarly  a master,  he  sought  the  white  man's 
friendship--when  that  would  best  serve  his  purpose,  but  never  let  an 
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opportunity  pass  to  cut  them  off  when  it  could  be  done  with  little  or  no 
loss  to  himself  or  his  people. 

Pocahontas  was  well  known  at  Jamestown  at  an  early  period.  The 
Indian  girls  wore  no  clothing  until  the  age  of  eleven  or  twelve  years, 
nor  were  they  much  ashamed  of  this,  and  so  "would  Pocahontas,  a well- 
featured  but  wanton  young  girl,  Powhatan's  daughter,  sometimes  resorting 
to  our  fort,  of  the  age  then  of  eleven  or  twelve  years,  get  the  boys 
forth  with  her  into  the  market  place,  and  make  them  wheel- -falling  on 
their  hands,  turning  up  their  heels  upwards,  whom  she  would  follow  and 
wheel  so  herself,  naked  as  she  was,  all  the  fort  over".  This  was  written 
by  Strachey,  who  saw  these  things.  As  Strachey  did  not  go  to  Virginia 
until  -1 610,  and  if  he-  saw  this  young  princess  in  that  year--then  eleven 
or  twelve  years  of  age,  "turning  cart-wheels"  among  the  boys  of  James- 
town, she  could  have  been  only  eight  or  nine  years  old  at  the  time 
Smith  was  taken  prisoner  by  her  father. 

During  1 6 1 6 public  curiosity  was  aroused  by  the  appearance  in  Lon- 
don of  the  Princess  Pocahontas  as  the  wife  of  Mr.  John  Rolfe.  Rolfe 
was  distinguised  as  the  first  cultivator  of  tobacco  in  Virginia. 

Rolfe  was  a widower,  and  was  one  of  the  company  of  Sir  Thomas 
Gates.  He  was  the  father  of  the  child  born  in  the  Bermudas,  at  the 
time  of  the  wreck  of  the  "Sea  Adventure".  The  child  had  been  christened 
Bermuda.  It  was  at  this  time  in  history  that  "Hogge  Money"  was  intro- 
duced. 

In  an  expedition  up  the  Potomac,  in  search  of  corn,  Captain  Argali 
engaged  an  Indian  to  entice  Pocahontas  on  board  his  vessel.  He  took 
her  to  Jamestown  and  detained  her,  in  the  expectation  of  compelling  Pow- 
hatan to  exchange  her  for  corn  and  for  certain  Englishmen  and  English 
weapons  held  by  the  chief.  While  held  as  a prisoner,  under  the  care  of 
Sir  Thomas  Dale,  she  became  a Christian.  Pocahontas  was  baptized  into 
Christianity  in  a quaint  little  chapel  In  Jamestown,  whose  columns  were 
shaggy  pine  trunks  from  the  forest,  whose  pews  were  of  fragrant  cedar, 
and  whose  pulpit  and  communion  table  were  of  black  walnut.  The  dusky 
maiden  knelt  before  the  font-hewn  hollow  like  a canoe,  and  uttered  the 
responses  in  broken  English.  She  was  baptized,  and  given  the  Christian 
name  of  Rebecca. 

This  scene  is  recreated  on  the  beautiful  U.S.  j20.00  notes  issued 
from  1863  to  1875*  (Eriedberg  Hos.  424-439). 

Whether  the  acquaintance  between  Rolfe  and  the  princess  commenced 
at  that  time  is  not  certain,  but  they  were  married  soon  after.  On  that 
notable  wedding  day,  in  April  of  1614,  the  American  aborigines  and . the 
white  men  concluded  a peace  which  was  stamped  in  brass,  and  proclaimed 
to  whomsoever  it  might  concern.  The  little  church  with  pews  and^  pulpit 
of  cedar  was  trimmed  with  sweet  April  flowers.  Pocahontas,  the  oride, 
was  led  to  the  altar  by  her  aged  uncle,  Apachisco,  with  the  consent  of 
her  father  and  friends.  She  wore  a simple  tunic  of  white  muslin^,  and 
her  shapely  arms  were  bare  to  the  shoulder.  Her  rich  robe,  whicn  she 
had  embroidered,,  was  a gift.  Her  stately  head  with  its  wealth  of  raven 
hair  wa.s  encircled  by  a fillet  filled  with  the  brilliant  plumage  of 
birds,  and  which  held  a gossamer  veil.  Her  wrists  and  ankles  were 
girdled  with  a few  simple  articles  of  jewelry. 

The  bridegroom  was  attired  as  an  English  cavalier , and  carried  a 
short  sword  on  his  thigh  as  an  emblem  of  distinction. 

The  ritual  of  the  Church  of  England  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Richard 
Buck,  and  the  first  citizens  of  the  new  America  witnessed  the  union  oi 

the  continents. 
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Dale  was  so  much  interested  in  this  comely  daughter  of  Powhatan 
that  he  proposed  to  the  King  to  send  him  a younger  sister,  of  whose 
attractions  he  had  heard,  proposing  to  make  her,  "his  nearest  companion, 
^wife  and  bed-fellow".  The  offer  could  only  have  been  made  to  get 

possession  of  the  girl;  wife  she  could  not'  be,  as  there  was  already  a 
Lady  Dale  in  England.  The  king  may  have  seen  through  the  design--at 
anyrurate,  he  good-naturedly  declined  the  proposed  honor  of  surrendering 
his  daughter  to  be  the  mistress  of  even  a white  governor. 

.Y- It  was  said  that  Powhatan  had  more  than  a hundred  wives,  of  whom 
about  a dozen— all  young  women,  were  special  favorites.  Yhen  in  bed  one 
sat  at  his  head  and  another  at  his  feet;  when  eating  one  was  at  his 
right  and  another  at  his  left.  Of  his  living  children,  when  he  first 
became  known  to  the- • English,  twenty  were  sons  and  twelve  were  daughters. 

Dale  took.  Rolfe  and  his  wife  to  England.  With  them  went  several 
other,  young  Indians --men  and  women.  One  of  these  others  was  Tamocomo, 
th-e  husband  of  another  of  Powhatan’s  daughters.  The  young  people  were 
under  the  guardianship  of  the  Council,  and  were  to  be  educated  as 
Christians;  but  Tamocomo  was  an  emissary  of  his  father-in-law,  under 
orders  to  gather  information  in  regard  to  the  English  people.  His 
observatiors-rinay  have  been  valuable,  but  he  soon  gave  over  an  attempt 
to  stake-  a census  of  the  English  population  by  notches  on  a stick.  The 
whole  party  excited  the  liveliest  curiosity.  The  Lady  Rebecca  was  re- 
ceived at  court  with  great  favor,  though  grave  doubts  were  entertained 
by  some  who  were  never  unmindful  of  the  divine  right  of  kings,  whether 
Rolfe  had  not  been  guilty  of  'treason  in  presuming  to  make  an  alliance 
with  a royal;,  family . a The  princess  appeared  at  the  theaters  and  other 
public  places,  and  everywhere  attracted  great  attention  as  the  daughter 
4of  the  Virginia  ..Emperor,  and  as  one  to  whom  the  colonists  had  sometimes 
been  indebted  for  signal  services.  Everywhere  was  she  received  with 
exciting  admiration  for  her  personal  graces,  and  the  propriety  and  good 
sense  with  which  she  always  conducted  herself.  She  remained  in  England 
for  nearly  a year,  and  died  of  small  pox  as  she  was  about  to  sail  for 
her  native  country. 

, The.  register  of  the  Church  at  Grayesent  relates:  "1616,  May  2. 
Rebecca  Rolfe,  wife  of  Thomas  Rolfe,  gent.  A Virginia  Lady  borne,  was 
buried  in  the  Chauncell". 

Rolfe  returned  to  Virginia  after  Pocahontas’  death,  and  was  an 
official  of  the  colony.  He  began  experiments  with  native  tobacco.  (In 
its  original  state  it  was  distasteful  to  the  whites.)  He  developed  a 
leaf  that  was'  pleasant , sweet  and  strong.  Rolfe  is  known  as  "The  Eather 
of  Tobacco".  v He  remarried,  and  later  died  in  a 1622  massacre.

In  paper  money  collecting,  one  may  specialize  in  this  very  inter- 
esting and  unexplored  category  of  change-over  sots.  Looking  for  some- 
thing different  than  just  type  collecting  of  notes,  I ventured  into 
this  series  with  the  purchase  of  two  sets  of  )10  change-over  note  sets. 
The  interest  these. sets  represented,  motivated  more  thorough  research. 


Actually,  change-over  sets  are  a combination  of  collecting  series 
and  types.  However,  it  is  difficult  to  envision  being  able  to  put  to- 
gether a complete  set  of  these  change-over  notes  in  each  type. 

I have  corresponded  with  some  of  the  largest  paper  money  dealers 
in  the  country,  and  have  found  they  do  not  even  know  what  change-overs 
are.  As  to  some  of  the  responses  received,  one  was  ’’please  describe 
more  fully  what  you  are  looking  for."  This  is  substantiated  in  a re- 
cent column  by  Nathan  Goldstein  II  (Paper  Money  Periscope,  Coin  World, 
Oct.  12,  1966,  .page  38)  who  states  that  these  sets  are  an  "unusual 
’dynamic  duo1;." 

The  actual  definition  of  change-over  notes,  in  my  opinion,  is,  "a 
pair  of  notes  of  the  same  denomination  and  type  changing  from  one  series 
to  another  and-having  consecutive,  serial  numbers."  Another  meaning  was 
thought  to  be,  the  "last"  note  of  a series  and  the  "first"  note  of  the 
following  series..  This  is  not  entirely  true. 

This  can  happen,  and  does  happen,  more  than  once  in  these  transi- 
tions between  series.  I have  - corresponded  with  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  (BE&P)  on  this  subject,  and  was  advised  as  follows:  "There 
Galways  was  a mixture  of  outgoing  and  incoming  series  in  unnumbered 
stock  available  for  over  printing".  This  accounts  for  more  than  just 
one  possibility  of  a change-over  set. 

It  is  also  possible  to  find  "reverse"  change-over  sets.  A practice 
that  was  permitted  in  the  BE&P  .between  1929  and  1935  makes  it  possible 
to  assemble  some  of  these  unusual  sets.  At  that  time,  printing  plates 
were  used  until  they  wore  out.  When  a new  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
or  a U.S.  Treasurer  took  office,  new  plates  were  made  and  put  into  the 
presses.  As  one  of  the  "newer"  plates  wore  out,  the  workers  would 
replace  it  with  an  older  plate  carrying  the  name  of  a former  Secretary 
or  Treasurer,  who  was  then  out  of  office.  This  occasionally  resulted 
in  a lower  number  being  printed  on  the  new  series  than  on  the  old 
series  (the  plates  of  which  had  been  temporarily  re-used)  thereby 
creating  "reverse"  change-over  sets. 

There  are  no  change-overs  existing  from  the  1957  to  1957A  series, 
or  the  current  1963  to  1963A  series,  as  each  succeeding  series  number 
reverted  back  to  number  000  000  001 . 


"Star"  numbered  change-overs  occur  fewer  times  than  the  regular 
series  as  they  do  not  necessarily  happen  each  time  there  is  a series 
change.  They  also  are  known  to  exist  in  "reverse"  pairs.  Ther  is  no 
way  of  knowing  how  many  times  such  a change-over  of  star  notes  took 
place  for  any  given  bank,  type  of  note,  or  denomination.  All  change- 
over  sets  are  very  scarce,  and  some  are  extremely  rare.  This  field  has 
been  largely  overlooked  in  the  past. 

I would  like  to  correspond  with  as  many  collectors  of  change-overs 
sets  as  possible.  Please  mail  me  details  as  to  type  of  notes,  denomina- 
tion, and  serial  numbers  of  sets  in  your  collection.  It  is  my  inten- 
tion to  make  up  a ’change-over  rarity  chart'  (similar  to  what  Donlon 
did  on  National  Currency)  that  can  be  used  by  all  collectors.  For  us

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REPUBLIC  OP  KEJUA  ISSUES  FIRST  BANKNOTES

The  Republic  of  Keyna  put  its  first  series  of  banknotes  into  cir- 
culation on  September  14,  1966.  The  notes,  with  one  exception,  are  of 
the  same  denomination  a.s  those  put  into  circulation  by  the  Republic  of 
Uganda  on  August  15,  1966,  and  by  Tanzania  (Tanganyika  and  Zanzibar) 
on  June  14,  1966,  namely  5*  10,  20,  50  and  100  shillings.  However,  it 
should  be  noted  that  Uganda  and  Tanzania  did  not  issue  a 50  shilling 
note,  and  that  " his  is  the  first  time  a 50  shilling  note  has  been 
'issued  in  British  East  Africa  since  its  formation  before  World  War  I. 
Keyna  was  the  last  member  to  use  the  notes  of  the  East  African  Currency 
board,  and  these  notes  will  now  be  withdrawn. 

The  new  banknotes  for  Keyna  are  each  a different  color  and  a 
'different  size,  becoming  progressively  larger  as  the  denomination  in- 
creases. All  notes  are  dated  July  1,  1966.  The  obverse  of  each  de- 
nomination is  much  the  same,  and  it  shows  the  portrait  of  the  President 
of  Keyna  in  western  dress;  the  coat  of  arms  of  Keyna;  and  the  denomi- 
nation in  English  and  in  the  native  language  of  Keyna.  The  notes  were 
issued  by  the  Central  Bank  of  Keyna.  There  is  no  indication  of  the 
’firm  that  printed  the  banknotes.  Each  note  has  a watermark  showing  a 
lion  and  a thin  string  of  metal  down  the  note  vertically  (similar  to 
the  notes  of  Great  Britain). 

The  reverse  designs  are  different  colorful  scenes  of -natives  work- 
ing in  the  fields  with  mountains  in  the  background  . The  reverse  de- 
signs and  particulars  of  .each  note  are  as  follows: 

5 shillings:  Brown,  2-3/4"  X 5-lA".  Native  girl  picking  berries  from 
a tree.  : 1.  . 


10  shillings:  Green.  3-1/4"  X 5-3/4".  Three  natives  picking  crops 
-in  a field. 


20  shillings:  Blue.  3-1/2"  X 6".  A freight  train  carrying  logs.  One 
man  carrying  logs.. 

50  shillings.  Brown,.  3-3/4"  X 6".  Three  men  and  one  woman  picking 

cotton,  r . r 1 • 

fOO  shillings.  Purple.  3-3/4"  X 6-1/4".  Three  native  women  cultiva- 
;1- ‘ ting  a field  of  pineapple. 

Tanzania  issued  a set  of  coins  in  August  of  1966.  The  Republic 

of  Keyna  and  The  Republic  of  Uganda  will  probably  issue  their  own 

coinage,  but  not  until  1967.  In  the  interim,  Keyna  and  Uganda  continue 

to  use  the  coina.ge  issued  by  the  East  African  Currency  Board.

"GENERAL  FRANCISCO  VILLA”

Of  the  many  colorful  Mexican  Revolutionary  leaders  possibly  the 
most  colorful"  was  General  Francisco  Villa.  Bom  Doroteo  Arango  in 
1877,  he  became  leader  of  a group  of  cattle  thieves  in  his  thirties, 
and  changed  his  name  to  Pancho  Villa.  His  acts  of  robbery  and  murder 
gave  him  a reputation' among  the  poorer  Mexicans  as  a modern  Robin  Hood. 

A reward  offered  by  the  government  for  his  capture  prompted  him  to  join 
forces  with  Franc isco>  Madero  to  over-throw  President  Diaz  in  1 9 1 0 . 

After.  Made ro ’ s inauguration  as  President  in  late  191 1,  Villa  returned 
to  the  northern  states  of  Durango  and*  Chihuahua. 

'Vhen  Madero  was  -assassinated  by  General  Huerta*  s troops  in  1913, 
Villa'  joined  Venustiarno  Carranza,  and  together  they  drove  Huerta  from 
the  c'ountry.  Disagreement  between  Villa  and  Carranza  resulted  in 
Villa  occupying  Mexico  City,  and  Carranza  fleeing  to  the  port  of  Vera 
Cruz.'  Carranza Ts  army  later  succeeded  in  forcing  Villa  out  of  Mexico 
City,'  and  when  the  United  States  announced  its  support  of  Carranza, 

Villa  developed  a hatred  for  Americans.  This  hatred  led  to  the  murder 
by  Villa’s  troops  of  several  Americans  in  Mexico,  and  a raid  on  the 
border  town  of  Columbus,  Hew  Mexico.  In  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to 
capture  Villa,  General  John..  Pershing  led  an  expedition  into  Mexico 
which  caused • strained  relations  between  the  two  countries  for  some  time. 

A land  grant  by  the  government  in  1920  brought  an  end  to  Villa’s 
twin  career  of  robbery  and  revolution;  however,  in  1923,  he  was  shot 
and  kill.ed  .while  riding  in.  his  automobile. 

Only  one  of  the  many  paper  money  emissions  of  this  period  bears 
Villa’s  name,  but  he  was  undoubtedly  responsible  for  several  others. 

The  Tesoreria  General  del  Estado  de  Chihuahua  issue  of  December  10, 

1913 — in  .denominations  of  5,  10,  25  and  50  centavos,  1,2,  5,  10,  20, 

50,  and  100  pesos — bears  his  name  as  provisional  governor. 

These  notes  have  a colored  ground  printing  of  dots,  and  the  denomi- 
nation in  words  and  numerals.  The  inscription  on  the  notes  is  as 
follows:  Tesoreria  .General  Del  Estado  / El  Presente  es  Value,  al 

Portador,  Por  / ifn  .Peso  / ‘Chihuahua,  10  de  Diciembre  de  1913  / Gober- 
nador  Provisional  .Del  ’Estado,'  '/  Gral.  Francisco  Villa.  The  bottom  bears 
two  signature's,  grd  .there  ’are  two  red  serial  numbers  on  peso  notes  and 
one  number  on  centavo  notes.  ‘ 

This  series  has  many  interesting  varieties,  and  a wide  range  of 
prices — from  fifty  cents  to  one  hundred  dollars.  After  circulation, 
many  of  the  notes  were  rubberstamped * by  Chihuahua  and  other  states,  to 
combat  counterfeiters.  They  were  stamped  and  signed  as  authentic,  or 
were  stamped  ”Revalidated"--some ' notes  bear  both  stamps.  Some  genuine 
notes  were  later  stamped  "Nulo"  to' indicate  they  no  longer  had  any 
value.  There  are  two  different  sizes  10  and  25  centavo  notes.  The  1 , 

2 and  10  pesos  were  printed  with  and  without  the  name  of  the  state 
printing  office  at  the  bottom,  and  20  peso  notes  have  a correct  and  an 
erroneous  spelling  of  veinte  (20‘). 

Also  of  Interest  is  a 5 peso  note,  circulated  in  the  state  of 
Jalisco  by  General  Antonio  Delgadillo,  commander  of  the  Villista  army 
in  that  state.  This  note  bears  the  Mexican  .Coat  of  Arms  in  the  center, 
Ejercito  Villista  in  the  top  center  and  General  Delgadillo’s  name 
twice  in  the  bottom  center.

ings--blue,  5-7/8"  by  3"  (the  surface  plant  of  a mine);  100  shillings- 
red,  6-1/8"  by  3-1/4"  (cattle  and  a native  with  a spear  in  his  hand;.

BOOK- REVIEW: 
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RENNIKS  AUSTRALIAN  COIN  AND  BANKNOTE  GUIDE,  by  Dion  H.  Skinner, 

4th  Edition,  1966,  84  pages,  illustrated.  Jl.50  Australian  and 
..1.1.68  U.S.  Published  by  Renniks  & Co.  Pty.  Ltd.,  246  Unley  Road, 

Unley,  South  Australia,  Australia. 

The  fourth  edition  of  nRenniks  Australian  Coin  and  Banknote  Guide" 
was  released  in  Australia  on  August  1,  19 66.  The  big  feature  of  the 
new  edition  is  a completely  illustrated  section  of  36  pages  devoted 
to  the  banknotes  of  Australia  from  1910  to  1966.  Thirty-two  different 
types  of  banknotes  from  one-half  pound  through  100  pounds  denomination 
are  fully  illustrated  and  priced  in  fine  and  extra-fine  condition. 

A full  page  is  devoted  to  each  different  banknote,  giving  a description 
of  the  note,  and  listing  the  various  signatures  and  other  data  for 
each  note.  Mr.  Syd  Hagley,  well  known  Australian  numismatist,  is  the 
author  of ' the  section  on  banknotes. 

Other  new  features  for  this  edition  are:  (1)  Prices  are  in  Aus- 
tralian dollars  (the  Australian  dollar  is  worth  pi  .12  U.S.).  (2)  A 

full  page  including  very  sharp  illustrations  is  devoted  to  a thorough 
description  of  the  two  different  types  of  obverse  dies  used  on  the  one 
penny  coins  of  King  George  V.  The  two  obverse  dies  were  used  at  the 
mints  in  Calcutta,  India  and  London,  England,  and  then  shipped  to 
Australia,  where  both  were  used  for  various  years  at  the  Melbourne  and 
Sydney  Mints.  The  London  die  has  177  beads  near  the  outer  rim  of  the 
obverse  side,  and  the  Calcutta  die  has  178  beads.  Both  dies  were  used 
for  the  coinage  of  1920,  1921,  1922,  1924,  1927,  1929,  1930,  and  1931. 
Eor  some  of  the  above-mentioned  years  the  coins  struck  from  one  die 
are  much  scarcer  than  those  struck  from  the  other.  (3) -A  full  page 
will  illustrations  is  devoted  to  the  1916  one-half  penny  mule  (India 
1/4.  anna  obverse  and  Australian  1916  reverse).  (4)-A  full  page  with 
illustrations  is  devoted  to  the  Bombay  Mint,  restrikes  in  proof  con- 
dition of  the  1942  and  1943  Australian  penny  and  half-penny  with  the 
"i"  mint  mark.  ( 5) -Illustrations  of  the  two  pattern  coins  for  1920, 
and  the  four. pattern  coins  for  1937.  (6)-A  general  increase  in  prices 
especially  for- coins  in  uncirculated  and  extra  fine  condition.  (7) 

The  inclusion  for  the  first  time  of  prices  for  all  coins  in  B.U.  con- 
dition. (8) -The  number  of  pages  has  been  increased  from  56  pages  for 
the  3rd  editon,  to  84  pages  for  the  4th  edition. 

Left  out  of  the  fourth  edition,  but  included  in  the  third  edition 
are.:  ( 1 ) -A  7 page  listing  of  Australian  tokens.  (2)-A  two  page  section 
on  the  "History  of  Australian  Commonwealth  Coinage".  (3) -An  illustra- 
ted section  on  grading  of  Australian  coins.  It  is  a pity  that  these 
three  sections  were  not  included  in  the  fourth  edition,  as  it  would 
have  made  the  booklet  more  complete.  It  is  hoped  they  will  be  included 
in. the  fifth  edition. 

The  reviewer  feels  the  catalogue  would  be  more  useful  if  all  coins 
for  which  proof  specimens  are  known  would  be  priced  in  proof  condition, 
even  though  this  would  be  a"guess-t imate " . No  indication  is  given  of 
the  price  of  the  1938  coins  in  proof  condition,  nor  the  proof  specimen 
of  the  1937  crown,  yet  all  these  coins  are  listed  at  least  once  yearly 
for  sale. 

A new  edition  of  the  catalogue  might  well  include  illustrations 
of  all  the  different  varieties  of  the  1919,  1920,  and  1921  coppernickel 
half  penny  and  penny  pattern  coins  with  approximate  values.  Some  of 
these  are  more  common  than  others. 

It  is  the  personal  opinion  of  this  reviewer,  and  not  a general 
criticism  of  the  catalogue,  that  the  many  die  varieties  and  die  varia- 
tions given  in  the  present  edition  of  the  catalogue  should  be  placed

either  in  a separate  section  in  the  catalogue,  or  published  in  a separate 
booklet.  Their  absence  in  the  main  section  of  the  catalogue  would  make 
the  catalogue  easier  to  follow,  and  give  it  a "less-cluttered  up"  appeaT- 
ance.  Many  of  the  die  variations  listed  are  due  to  flaws  (often  pitting) 
in  the  die,  or  die  cracks,  and  of  really  no  value  to  the  true  numisma- 
tist. 

The  booklet  is  printed  on  the  same  high  quality  glossy  paper  as 
before,  and  the  pages  are  -the  same  size.  The  illustrations  and  printing 
are  excellent. 

The  section  on  banknotes  alone,  is  worth  the  price  of  the  book. 

The  reviewer  highly  recommends  this  booklet  to  all  collectors  of  Aus- 
tralian coins  and  banknotes,  and  to  collectors  in  general.  Mr.  Skinner 
and  Mr.  Hagley  are  to  be  congratulated  for  a fine  job  well  done.

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BOGUS  ROTES  MAKING  AN  APPEARANCE

Several  counterfeit  MO  notes  have  been  found  in  circulation  in 
the  Worcester,  Massachusetts  area  within  the  last  few  months.  The  notes 
are  all  Series  1950D,  and  all  bear  the  same  serial  number — A13905685D. 

The  obverse  of  the  notes  is  a good  likeness,  but  the  reverse  is  too 
light.  ' . 

Counterfeit  J10.00  notes  have  also  been  showing  up  in  Nova  Scotia. 
These  Canadian  notes  carry  two  different  serial  numbers — P/T1 1 95033  and 
N/T1  195761.  Neither  of  the  two  types  contain  a face  plate  number  in 

the  lower  left  hand  corner.  The  texture  of  the  paper  used  in  the  print- 
ing of  these  notes  is  different  from  that  of  the  genuine  note.

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"NOT  WORTH  A CONTINENTAL”

The  first  settlers  in  the  new  country  were  concerned  mainly  with 
clearing  their  land  for  crops,  providing  cabins  and  homes  for  shelter, 
and  either  befriending  or  protecting  themselves  against  the  Indians. 
Trade  was.  soon  established,  however,  and  the  colonists  found'  themselves 
handicapped  because  of  the  lack  of  money.  Thus  began  the  long  experi- 
mental stage  of  early  banking  and  money.  This  lasted  for  a hundred  and  - 
sixty  years  between  1620  and  the  early  1780's. 

Commodites  such  as  corn,  animal  skins,  wampum,  as  well  as  tobacco, 
rice  and.  other  items  served  as  money.  The  salary  of  the  Governor  of: 
Tennessee  was  1000  deer  skins.  Coins  were  scarce.  Coinage  from 
foreign  countries  circulated,  but  the  best  of  this  was  soon  used  in 
trade  with  Europe  to  obtain  equipment  and  necessary  provisions. ^ Some 
colonies,  such  as  Massachusetts,  made  attempts  to  establish  their  own 
mints,  and  began  to  strike  coins.  However,  this  created  other  problems- 
counterf eit ing  was  practiced,  and  as  a result,  these  experiments  met 
with  little  success. 


Toward  the  end  of  the  17th  century,  the  colonists  began  to  issue 
paper  money.  At  first  this  was  issued  to  meet  expenses  of  the  Colonial 
treasuries.  In  1690  Massachusetts  paid  the  soldiers  who  had  returned, 
with  bills  of  credit.  These  notes  were  promises  by  the  government  of 
the  colony  of  Massachusetts  to  pay  the  amount  stated  on  the  face.  The 
notes  circulated  as  money,  but  complete  confidence  in  the  government  s 
ability  to  redeem  the  bills  was  lacking,  and  as  a result  the  notes  were 
not  accepted  at  full  face  value.  Noting  this  decline,  the  Massac husett 
government  made  the  notes  legal  tender  for  payment  of  debts,  and  also 
announced  that  they  would  be  accepted  in  payment  of  taxes  at  a 5% 
premium  over  silver.  For  taxpaying  purposes,  this  made  the  notes  wopth 
more  than  silver,  and  for1 a time  they  were  readily  accepted. 


The  early  success  experienced  by  the  Massachusetts  government 
prompted  other  colonies  to  print  paper  money.  By  1760  twelve  of  the  . 
thirteen  colonies  had  begun  the  practice,  and  the  Continental  notes 
were  vastly  over-issued.  The  notes  were  issued  beyond  the  actual  nee  s 
of  trade,  and  naturally  they  began  to  decline  in  value.  The  ear  y 
colonists  lacked  both  experience  in  controlling  money,  as  well  as  the 
means  to  control  it. 


The  Continental  Congress  was  also  issuing'  paper  money.  Between^ 
1775-when  the  first  issue  was  authorized,  and  1780,  about  ,?242  million 
dollars  worth  was  issued.  This  amount,  together  with . an  estimated 
1200  million  issued  by  the  Colonial  governments,  was  in  circulation 
and  causing  havoc.  This  currency  merry-go-round  finally . came  to  a 
halt  in  1781.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  depreciation  oi  the 
Continental  money  never  stopped  its  circulation.  As  long  as  it  re-  . m- 
tained  any  value  at  all,  it  passed  quickly  and  would  purchase  hard 

money  or  supplies. 

The  familiar  phrase,  "Not  Worth  a Continental"  was  self  ted 

this  period  of , our  country's  history,  after  the  0"^enoy  had  depreciated 
about  99  percent  in  some. areas.  Revolutionary  soldiers  put  0 tie 

notes  under  their  socks  to  keep  their  shins  warm,  and  from  this  pr act i 
developed  the  term  "shinplaster” . 

The  phrase  "Not  Worth  a Continental"  is  not  too  appropriate  today, 
as  they  are  eagerly  sought  by  many  collectors,  and  command  a ti  y 
numismatic  premium  for  most  specimens.
